Following a precedent set atthe 
last Senate meeting, Senate As- 
sistant Joe Debbs requested finan- 
cial compensation for his time and 
energy

Biagi falls victim to 
San Juan recall ax

Four San Juan Unified Schoo! 
District governing board members 
were recalled in Tuesday's elec- 
tion including CSUS Journalism 
“rofessor Shirley Biagi 

Even though 16.1 percent of the 
voting balloters in the district did 
not vote on the Biagi recall, the 
final vote was 56.1 percent in favor 
compared to 43.8 percent against 
the recall. Tne number of voters 
not voting on the other recalled 
boards members ranged from 16.1 
to 20.8 percent 

The ousting resulted from a 
board decision to join 28 other 
schoo! districts in challenging the 
constitutionality of Proposition 13 
in court. The board voted to spend

The growing tide of Califor- 
nians who felt that taxes — 
especially property taxes — were 
gobdling up chunks of their 
paychecks as “Jaws” gobbled up 
sailboats, made their biggest 
splash last June when they voted 
in favor of the Jarvis - Gann 
initiative, Proposition 13. 

Prop. 13 was designed to give 
tax relief to the single - family 
homeowners of California. Prop. 
13 also gave tax relief to owners of 


rental property: those renting 
apartments, duplexes and con- 
dominiums. 


The landlords’ savings, say 
tenants, should be shared with 
them, since they pay the property 
tax of the owner through their rent. 

Governor Brown, Howard Jar- 
vis, the real estate industry and the 
Sacramento Apartment As- 
sociation agree that because 
tenants pay property taxes 
through their rent, they too should

At the lasi meeting, the Senate 
avoided a Statute prohibiting direct 
stipends for aides by augmenting 
Young's budget, requiring that the

This time, the Senate avoided 
the statute, number 622, by chang- 
ing the title of Debbs’ position from 
Senate Assistant to research as- 
sistant. Debbs wili be paid $3.00 an 
hour for up to 10 hours a week 

One senator objected that to 
change the title to research As- 
sistant, the position should be 
open for the public to apply. But 
the Senate voted seven ayes 
zero nays, and seven abstentions 

to change the title and pay 
Debbs 

As for allocations, Athletic 
Director Stan Wright's request for 
$4,088.00 to send the cross - coun- 
try team to the National Cham- 
pionships in Indiana, Pennsyivania 
was unanimously granted 

Wright said that the National 
Coilegiate Athietic Association 
would reimburse AS! $2,905.00 of 
the money 

And, State Hornet Sports Editor 
Marty James requested, and 
received, $471.50 to accompany 
the cross - country team so he can 
report for the Hornet. James said 
he intends to write articles for The 
Sacramento Bee, Track and Field 
News, and Runners World and any 
monies received will be returned to 
ASI

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Federal ruling is hope for Scientology media case

Because of a recent federai court ruling, in- 
formation seized by the government from the media 
and other First Amendment groups wiil not be 
allowed to be disseminated to other government 
agencies or the public until the media is given a 
chance to contest the question of the legality of the 
government action. 


papers were taken during the raid. 

Church Attorney Donaid Rey drew a parallel with 
the ruling to the case of New York Times reporter 
Myron Farber. “If you have a newsman heid in 
contempt for raising a First Amendment issue 
following this court order, the newsman will be given 
4 stay of his contempt citation, to iet him litigate the 
question so he doesn't have to go to jail while or 
before that is being contested.” 

Scientology officials had charged the 
government with breaking and entering into the 
Church and taking investigative files of its national 
newspaper Freedom and legai files containing 
Strategies and correspondence regarding a number 
of pending lawsuits brought by the church against 
various federal agencies. 

According to Rey, “There has never been a raid 





like this in the recent history of the country. The raid 
was conducted against a church and it was as wides- 
pread as a search could possibly have been, what we 
are saying is that the warrant could not have legally 
authorized the FBi to do what they did.” 

Some observers have cited a similarity between 
the Scientology case and the Stanford Daily 
decision in which the Supreme Court ruied that the 
Police had the right to search newspaper offices. 

“Shouid the Scientology raid issue be sustained 
by the courts,” noted Los Angeles Attorney Robert 
Earls, “a newspaper could be similarly raided and 
the Scientology case cited as an instance when 
newspaper files are taken during searches allegec!y 
for other documents.” -

Prop 13 promises not aiding renters 


A key point in the campaign rhetoric that helped 
pass Proposition 13 last June, was Howard Jarvis’ 
“promise” that landiords would return some of the 
savings from their property tax reductions to their 
tenants by lowering rent. The implication was that 
tenants could, at the very least, expect that their rent 
would not increase in the near future. 

Jarvis, of course, had no authority to grant sucha 
guarantee but his promise had a definite impact on 
why many renters voted in favor of Proposition 13 

Since the imposition of the property tax relief bill, 
there has been little evidence that landiords are 
voluntarily roiling back rents —- or even maintaining 
them at their pre - Prop. 13 levels. Thus, with the 
failure of the California Legislature to pass a bin-

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For many students here and 
elsewhere the campus posters and 
spray - painted signs prociaiming 
“Down with the shah” have been 
little more than irritating protests 
by what appears to be asmail band 
of fanatical foreign students 

The general reaction to anti - 
shah demonstrations is public 
disapproval and a wish that the 
demonstrators would take their 
problems somewhere else, prefer- 
rably back to Iran. Rarely do you 
hear peopie object to the sloganiz- 
ing or demonstrations on political 
grounds. In fact, the general public 
is unlikely to understand such 
demonstrations or the situation 
they represent because the public 
has not had access to accurate 
news reporting of the current 
problems in iran 

Once again the American press 
has misled, misinformed and 
misrepresented a major inter- 
national crisis. This time it's the 
rioting in iran, last time it was Viet- 
nam. 

The comparison is not original 
nor is it inappropriate. According 
to a U.S. - Iranian 1959 bilateral 
defense treaty, the United States is 
pledged to “appropriate action, in- 
cluding the use of armed forces 

in order to assist the 
government of Iran at its request.” 
According to the Christian 
Science Monitor (11/7/78), the 
shah has at times placed a broad 
interpretation on that clause. 

Iranian troop commanders in- 
cluding the leader of the new 
military government, are trained in 
American military academies, and 
the United States has extended 
generous support to the Iranian 
secret police and army. It is 


| conceivable that we are headed for 


another Vietnam, deceived by our 
press unti! we are in the middle of 
the Iranian civil war? 

Virtually every report of the 
iranian riots by the popular press 
since January has cited the cause 
of the civil dissent as a “strange” 
coalition of Marxists and so - 
called Moslem extremists. The 
inference is .Aat the Soviets want 
iran’s oil and strategic location in 
the Middle East, and they are sup- 
porting the dissent. 

According to Time, United 
Press international and As- 
sociated Press, the Marxists are 
protesting the westernized 
economic structure favored by the 
shah (The Red Scare rears its head 
once more), and the religious 
leaders are protesting the shah's 
modernization of Iran, especially 
the emancipation of women (it's 
easy to discount religious 
fanatics). 

These generalities the press has 
reported are probably all you 
know, if that, about Iran's current 
civil outbreaks. 


The Loe Angeles Times on Sept. 
10 report on riots in which between 
100 and 200 people were kilied, 
described the cause as “religious 
extremists opposed to the shah's

The 
Defense Department loves him 
because he has spent at least $20 
billion in the last five years on our 
mititary products. There are also 
about 50,000 Americans currently 
living and working in Iran 


The Shah of Iran is threatened 


with civil war because he cannot | 


lead his country. His “White 
Revolution” (meaning bloodless), 
and his encompassing sweeping 
economic plans and sociai 
change, has failed. The country is 
going broke (Forbes, 7/10/78) 
because fhe shah spends too 
much money abroad and doesn’t 
take in enough from exports. The 
oil won't last forever, and the shah 
has failed to build 2 self - sus- 
taining economy independent of 
imports for basic commodities, in- 
cluding food. 

The annual inflation rate in tran 
is between 25-30 percent, despite 
official insistence that it is only 15 
percent. According to Forbes, 
there are at least 45,000 empty 
housing units in Tehran — marbie - 
clad luxury high - rise apartments. 
Power blackouts are common, and 
a new phone costs $950 to install 
— even so, there's a two - year 
waiting list. 


In the midst of this economic 
chaos, the shah exercises autoc- 
ratic rule over Iran. He is a dictator. 
He rules with tyranny. There is no 
room in the shah’s government for 
dissent, and just to be sure, he has 
censored the press for years. 

To enforce his tyranny the shah

has resorted to secret 
(SAVAK) tactics of using 
formers and infiltrators tran 
an estimated 70,000 p 
prisoners held without 
process.

Give ‘em Hell, Harry played its 
one night stand to a small but 
receptive audience Wednesday 
night at Hiram Johnson High 
School in Sacramento 

The one - man show based on 
the life of Harry Truman stars 
veteran stage and screen actor 
Kevin McCarthy. McCarthy's 
credits include Death of a Sales- 
man, doth theater and movie ver- 
sions; the movie The /nvasion of 
the Body Snatchers, which has 
become a cult favorite, and the 
movie Red Right Returning, which 
will be released next spring. 

McCarthy gave an excelient 
performance under conditions 
which might have daunted a less 
experienced and dedicated actor: 
the Johnson auditorium, which 
has a seating capacity of 1400, 


housed a scant 200 people 
Wednesday night 
Although McCarthy only 


vaguely resembles Truman even 
with the aid of round wire rim 
glasses and grayed hair, he has 
faithfully studied and copied 
Truman's physical and facial 
characteristics. McCarthy is very 
believable; viewers almost 
constantly get sensations of deja 
vu, the “yes, I've seen Truman 
make that expression on the old 
fiims of newscasts and speeches,” 
feeting. 

However, the best aspect of the 
play is hearing Harry Truman's wit- 
ticisms and opinions, most of 
which deal with events he playeda 
major part in. 

As Harry sits facing the ghost of 
Franklin Roosevelt and explaining 
the fate of the atorn bomb, it is easy 
to believe along with Truman that

“i did what | felt was the right thing 
to do,” when he dropped the bomb 
on Hiroshima and Nagasaki 

Another soiemn moment oc- 
curs when Truman discusses why 
he fired General MacArthur. “Here 
| was, president of the United 
States, negotiating peace terms 
with China and one of my subor- 
dinates was Calling for an ail - out 
attack on the mainiand. He just 
couldn't understand that it wasn'ta 
fight against Harry Truman, it was 
a fight against the president.” 

Basically, though, the play is a 
comedy The main portion takes 
place during Truman's two terms 
as president — one as “His Ac- 
cidentcy” and the other as an 
elected official — and contains ac- 
tual quotes by Truman 

Much of the humor is caused by 
the president's devotion to his wife 
and his daughter. When a music 
critic panned a performance by his 
only child, Margaret, Truman sent 
the writer a letter. ‘| told that damn 
music critic that when and if i ever 
met him, he'd need anew nose and 
jock strap 

One of Truman's favorite 
pasttimes was talking about Nixon, 
whom he called ‘the little bird from 
California.” None of his comments 
could be considered com- 
plimentary, or even neutral. For 
instance: “Richard Nixon is the 
only SOB | know who can talk out 
of both sides of his mouth at the 
same time, and has an additiona! 
anatomical feat of being able to 
interchange his mouth and his 
asshole.” 

Samuel Gailu, the writer of Give 
‘em Hell, Harry, researched 
Truman's life very thoroughly by 
studying the working papers ac- 
cumulated by the late president 
during his 50 - year public career 
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The scene changes are very 
simple in Harry. There are several 
desks scattered about which 
represent offices which Truman 
held, a bale of hay for a Ku Klux 
Klan meeting, a podium for 
presidential speeches, and acom- 
bination train - caboose voting 
booth where Truman begins and 
finishes up his “Whistlestop” cam- 
paign. McCarthy works very effec- 
tively with the props and different 
scenes without breaking character 
or distracting the audience as he 
Changes jackets or rolls his shirt 
sleeves up 

















Give ‘em Hell, Harry with Kevin 
McCarthy is a very enjoyable ex- 
perience. More theater goers 
should be aware thata play doesn't 
have to appear at the Sacramento 
Community Center to be worth 
seeing

Students have the op- 
portunity to study in Germany, Japan, the United 
Kingdom, France, Denmark, Italy, Israel, Mexico, New 
Zealand, Peru, Spain, Sweden and the Republic of China 


To be eligible for the International Program a student 
must have an overall grade point average of 2.75 (with the 
exception of Israel, New Zealand, Peru and the United 
Kingdom which require a minimum GPA of 3.0). The 
student must have completed 58 semester units prior to 
the scheduled departure date. Language proficiency is re- 
quired for those wishing to go to Germany, France, Mex-

Hessert continues, “I then started transiating the letters 
for my grandmother who was working on finding relatives. 
One day the family sent me $10 for postage because they 
knew it was expensive for me and | wrote back, ‘This $10 is 
a starting point for me to get to America.’ ” 

Though Hessert did all of the translating of information, 
it was her grandmother who active’; sought all possible 
relatives. She said, “My grandmother went around asking 
everyone in town: did you know so and so? Did he have a 
son?” 

At first Hessert admitted to having some disinterest in 
finding her reiatives. “I found it interesting Sui ; Sin't 
know any of the relatives who were involved except my 
great grandmother,” she said. 

Hessert’s Californian relatives, Howard and Pat, con- 
vinced her to visit them in San Jose. She iaughs when

International Programs has existed since 1963. The 
program at CSUS is handled through the !nternationai 
Center which is headed by Dr. Preston J. Stegena. The 
center offers a variety of programs in addition to sending 
students abroad to study. Stegena said, “The International 
Center can be compared to a wheel. All the smaller 
programs make up the spokes of the wheel and everything 
is connected and handled through the center.” 


The International Center sponsors an international af- 
fairs graduate program, a host family program for foreign 
students at CSUS, Capital Experiences, a program that 
offers internships in government, handles Fulbright 
scholarships, offers faculty resident positions and han- 
dles various language department exchange programs ( .

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Paying the price 


When considering spending a year overseas, the ob- 
vious question of money arises. Where is a student going 
to get enough marks, lire or pounds to spend a year ab- 
road? 

According to Carolyn Kenner, financiai aid counselor 
at CSUS, students planning to study overseas through the 
International Program are eligibie to apply for financial 
aid. All the financial aid available to resident students, with 
the exception of work study, is also available to those 
planning to go overseas. Eligibility is the same for all 
financial aid candidates. The only difference in procedure 
is that students going abroad will receive the entire sum of 
money at the beginning of the year instead of monthly. 


Expenses range from a total of $6,000 a year in Den- 
mark to $3,135 for a year in Mexico. Out - of - state tuition 
is waivered for students on the International Program. The 
estimate costs given by the International Center include 
full room and’ board, round - trip transportation, health 
and accident insurance, ex penses for textbooks and other 
personal items and a moderate estimate o7 vacation travel 
costs.
